Receiving their first call up to the Qantas 
Socceroos squad are Hyundai A-League 
players Tom Rogic (Central Coast Mari- 
ners) and Aziz Behich (Melbourne Heart) 
along with overseas-based player Eli Ba- 
balj (FK Crvena Zvezda Beograd, Serbia). 
Returning to the Qantas Socceroos squad 
after varying times of absence are Mathew 
Leckie (FSV Frankfurt 1899, Germany), 
Mathew Ryan (Central Coast Mariners) 
and Michael Thwaite (Perth Glory). 
Should he take the field against the Korea 
Republic, Carl Valeri will make his 50th A- 
International appearance for the Qantas 
Socceroos. 
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This will be the 25th match between the 
Korea Republic and Australia at senior 
men’s international level after the teams

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Young Guns Impress 


The Qantas Young Socceroos 
have drawn 1-1 with Syria in 
their second match of the AFC 
U-19 Championship in the 
UAE. 

The Syrians were the first to apply 
the pressure and for the first 15 
minutes the Qantas Young Soc- 
ceroos had to defend well to avoid 
conceding early on in the piece. 
From the quarter hour onwards, 
the Qantas Young Socceroos 
started to settle into the match and 
shared possession with Syrian for 
the remainder of the half. 

The Qantas Young Socceroos 
best chance of first half came in 
the 35th minute when Terry An- 
tonis played a great ball to Corey 
Gameiro, whose shot forced a top 
save out of the Syrian goalkeeper, 
Shaher ALSHAKIR. 

The second half saw the Qantas 
Young Socceroos start the better of 
the two teams with the creation of 
a number of goal scoring opportu- 
nities and a solid defensive effort. 
Although midway through the 
second half it was Syria who broke 
the deadlock when Al Mawas 
received a long pass and then shot 
past Qantas Young Socceroos goal 
keeper Paul Izzo who was unable 
to save. 

The Qantas Young Socceroos 
equalised in the 81st minute after 
Ryan Williams took on and beat 3 
defenders down the right side of 
the field. Williams then worked his 
way into the box and cut the ball 
back to Gameiro, who finished past 
the keeper to the near post. 
Gameiro had a chance to net the 
winner a minute later after Wil- 
liams again played him into a goal 
scoring position but unfortunately 
Gameiro’s shot went wide. 

After the match, Qantas Young 
Socceroos Head Coach Paul Okon 
was pleased with his team’s overall 
performance. 


“We were a bit tentative in the first 
10-15 minutes as we knew Syria 
would come out and attack early 
which they did. We dealt with it 
and at the same time we played 
some good football and started to 
dominate the game,” said Okon 

“In the second half we continued 
to put pressure on them and this 
was emphasized when we won the 
ball, we kept it, built up the play 
to go forward and then created a 
number of opportunities. 

“We conceded a goal from our 
only mistake in 90 minutes but 
credit to the players they believed 
they could get back into the game 
and did so through a magnificent 
goal from Corey Gameiro after a 
great passage of play from Ryan 
Williams. 

“After the game I emphasized to 
the players that this is just another 
step towards qualifying for the 
FIFA U-20 World Cup. The per- 
formance tonight was outstanding 
and we need to continue this in the 
next match against Saudi Arabia, 
“concluded Okon. 

In the other Group D match, Saudi 
Arabia defeated Qatar 4-2. 

The Qantas Young Socceroos final 
Group D match of the AFC U-19 
Championship will be against Saudi 
Arabia on Thursday 8 November 
(kick-off 5:00pm local, 12:00am 
AEDT). 

The top two teams from each 
group of the AFC U-19 Champi- 
onship 2012 will progress to the 
knockout stage (quarter-finals) and 
the four winners of the quarter-fi- 
nals will then play in the semi-finals 
with the winners advancing to the 
final. 

The semi-finalists will also auto- 
matically qualify for the FIFA U-20 
World Cup which will be held in 
Turkey in June/July 2013.

All Nations Cup Prepares for 27th Year 


The 27th All Nations Football 
Cup, one of Victoria’s best 
multi-cultural sporting events, 
commences on Saturday 10th 
November with 16 teams 
competing over six weeks 
trying to reach the Final on 
16th December competing for 
$5,000 in prize money. 

Due to renovation work on the 
main pitch at Knox City’s home 
ground, Egan Lee Reserve, the 
tournament will this year be held 
at the Knox Regional Football 
Centre near the corner of Eastlink 
and High Street Road off George 
Street. 

The competition is organised 
along World Cup lines and recog- 
nises that the game of football is 
played in 208 countries around the 
world who are affiliated to FIFA 
the world governing body, many 
of whom have communities in 
Victoria.

After the round-robin group stage, 
the top two teams in each group 
will progress to the knockout 
Quarter Finals with games being 
played on both Saturdays and 
Sundays up to and including the 
Quarter-final stage. The Semi- 
finals and Final will be played 

on Sunday 9th and Sunday 16th 
December respectfully. 

Last year Scotland were the 
winners with the Runner-up being 
Australia. Stan Webster coached 
Scotland last year which included 
players from the Victorian Pre- 
mier League and it looks like the 
standard will be similar this year.

Victory will once again unite 
to help raise awareness about 
depression and anxiety by 
turning Saturday night’s Big 
Blue clash at Allianz Stadium 
into a battle for the beyond- 
blue Cup. 

Sydney FC is proud to have 
beyondblue as a Community Part- 
ner and for the second successive 
season the A-League’s biggest 
interstate rivalry will be the back- 
drop for the beyondblue Cup. 

This season Sydney FC are join- 
ing the beyondblue team in its 
fight to give stigma the boot by 
‘liking’ beyondblue on Facebook 
and help build a team of 1 million, 
which is the number of people in 
Australia who have depression at 
any one time. 

With a crowd of 25,000 expected 
at Allianz Stadium on Saturday 
night, many of whom are male, 
the match is the ideal stage to 
encourage men and especially 
footballers at all levels of the 
game to keep an eye out for their 
team-mates. 

Many men battle depression and 
anxiety alone because the stigma 
around mental health problems 
means they are reluctant or 
embarrassed to take action to 
recover, according to beyondblue 
CEO Kate Carnell AO.

“It’s a very pleasant surprise,” said

der Holger (Osieck), but only been 
on the bench so hopefully I can get 
some good game time. 

“He’s got a keen interest in the A- 
League players and I think there 
are five of us in the squad and it 
seems to be a full-strength squad, 
so I guess I’ve got to give credit to 
the coaching staff here at Perth 
Glory. 

“They’ve changed my game a little 
bit playing at centre-back and I 
want to thank the players around 
me as well. 

“Playing with Jamo (Scott Ja 
mieson) at left-back, I think we’re 
building a really good relationship 
down that side and credit to all the 
Glory players. 

“When you're playing in a top team 
with top players, you automatically 
lift and it’s a pleasure to be playing 
with the likes of those players here 
in Perth.” 

The former Gold Coast United 
man will be hoping to add to his 
tally of six full caps, having repre- 
sented his country at Under-20 and 
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Worth the Wait: Michael Thwaite is back in Socceroo contention once again and hopes to add to his 6 caps.

“I've missed out on two for a cou- 
ple of political reasons overseas 
and it would be a dream to play in 
one. 

“But at the end of the day it’s a 
friendly match against South Ko- 
rea and I’m sure he (Osieck) is 
looking for performances for the 


next qualifying games in Decem- 
ber for the East Asian Cup and 
for the World Cup qualifiers next 
year.” 

Shane Smeltz, meanwhile, will 
also be involved in international 
friendly action next midweek after 
being included in New Zealand’s 
squad to face China in Shanghai 
despite not having played any 
club football since returning from 
the last international break with a 
hamstring tear. 

Last season’s top scorer is in con- 
tention for Sunday’s clash with 
Adelaide United at Hindmarsh 
Stadium after resuming full train- 
ing earlier this week and neither 
he nor Thwaite will miss any Glory 
games due to their international 
commitments.

Restructure Of FFV 


Men’s Leagues For 
Season 2013 


Football Federation Victoria 
(FFV) has announced plans to 
restructure the format of the 
senior men’s competitions for 
2013. 

While the Victorian Premier 
League and State League competi- 
tions will remain unchanged, the 
2013 season will see the restructure 
of all Provisional and Metropolitan 
Leagues. The competition will now 
be split into State League 4 (North, 
South, East and West) and State 
League 5 (North South East and 
West). 

FFV CEO Mark Rendell says the 
changes have come about after 
extensive consultation with clubs. 

“The structure that has been 
developed has been done because it 
is what clubs want,” he said. 

“There will be direct entry into the 
promotion/relegation system which 
will mean that Community clubs 
have the opportunity of moving 
through the system, from the bot- 
tom to the top.” 

The new structure will also result 
in the introduction of a State League 
Champion at each level. All league 
champions will play off against 
other regions at their level with 
the winners scheduled to meet in a 
State League Final. 

“The new format will result in 
more local football and more local 
derbies, which can only be good for 
the game. 

“This will also reduce the distances 
and travel times for all players and 
supporters which, we believe, will 
make the experience much more 
enjoyable as well. 

“The leagues will be created solely 
on club location and not on council 
boundaries.” 

Promotion and relegation will 
generally remain as a two up, two 
down format, with a play off to be 
introduced for the runners-up in 
State League 4.

Being described as statuesque 


might be money in the bank for 
a model, but not for a football 
team. 

The main difference between these 
two teams was movement off the 
ball. If you took your eyes of the man 
with the ball and just concentrated 
on the respective team shapes, the 
Mariners were in perfect formation 
— moving as a unit. Sydney, in con- 
trast, were statues. It was really no- 
ticeable that even when Sydney had 
the ball, there was more movement 
among the Mariners players — con- 
stantly adjusting to any threat, and 
so well organised they were usually 
able to throw two against one. 

In possession, the constant move- 
ment meant lots of options for the 
Mariners on the ball —- making it 
simple to play the easy pass and 
keep possession. For Sydney there 
was always pressure on the pass be- 
cause there was no movement, so no 
easy options. 

If movement was the main dif 
ference, the other match-defining 
factor was Sydney’s decision to do 
nothing about Tom Rogic. All other 
teams this season have had some- 
one sit on Rogic and, as often as not, 
he’s had to beat two players just to 
get to his pass. Saturday night was 
luxury. He constantly got ball to feet 
in space and was able to wreak hav- 
oc. And yet, Sydney appeared to do 
nothing about it. Either they chose 
to ignore his impact or whoever was 
given the job of closing him down 
simply wasn’t able to get close. 

Yes, they had six first team choices 
out, but these are professional foot- 
ballers who have been training for 
months. There ought to be some 
evidence of a system that all players 
understand and can step into when 
required. Instead, the Cove — travel- 
ling in their usual impressive num- 
bers — were treated to a shapeless 
rabble. Eleven witch’s hats might 
have been just as effective in de- 
fence. 

In fact Sydney were so bad, I can’t

even gauge the Mariners’ perfor- 
mance. They were superbly well 
drilled and utterly ruthless. If they 
hadn’t gotten a little (understand- 
ably) cavalier after the seventh goal, 
it could have been double figures. 
Having said all of that, let’s look 
for the positives. The Mariners are 
avery good team and will certainly 
figure at the business end of the sea- 
son. Holger Osieck was in the crowd 
— doubtless looking for players for 
the friendly against South Korea and 
the East Asian tournament. He must 
have been impressed with Rogic 
and Josh Rose. Mat Ryan he already 
knows about, but what about Trent 
Sainsbury? He has looked fabulous

this year and despite it being ridicu- 
lously early, it couldn’t hurt to have 
a close look at him, and even just 
squad selection would do wonders 
for his confidence. 

As far as Sydney are concerned, 
it’s back to the drawing board. The 
return of Del Piero will, on the face 
of it, be an enormous plus for Syd- 
ney, but this performance showed 
how overly reliant they are on his 
creativity. When he’s in they can be 
stopped by closing off his service. 
When he’s out, Sydney are clueless. 

Crooky (no doubt) will flog them 
this week in preparation for their 
main rivals — Victory — who looked 
awfully good against Wellington 
on Monday night. Hard work is 
one thing but it’s not the work rate 
that is the problem. Sydney have to 


start subscribing to a team shape 
and philosophy. They can play with 
shape — they did it for 15 minutes 
at the beginning of both halves and 
won those periods two nil. But then 
they lost concentration and were 
mesmerised by the possession, pace 
and purpose of the Mariners. 
Sydney should also avoid making 
panic selections. It was the system 
that was lacking as much as the 
players and these players will be 
desperate for redemption at home. 
If I were Crooky I'd give most of 
them another chance, dropping only 
as many as need to make way for the 
likes of Del Piero and whoever else 
of the ‘automatic’ selections as may 
be returning. Jason Culina will make 
a huge difference if fit and should 
work well with Ali Abbas (who must

After five rounds in the 
league, not many would have 
thought that last season’s 
second-bottom team would 
be topping the table. But after 
four wins out of five, Adelaide 
United under favourite son, 
John Kosmina is setting the 
benchmark for the rest of the 
league. 

If there was one game in which 
Adelaide’s resolve and credentials 
would be tested was last weekend 
against the Brisbane Roar. And 
the South Australians triumphed 
over the reigning champions in 
typical United fashion: defensive, 
resolute and clinical. 

Dario Vidosic’s third minute free 
kick set the tone for the game. 
Once ahead, Adelaide rarely 
threatened afterwards, sitting 
back, allowing Brisbane to let 
play it around, defend their lead, 
then hit them on the break. The 
performance highlighted the 
style and grit of Adelaide under 
Kosmina’s first reign in charge all 
those years ago. Sit deep, snatch 
the lead, hold on it and play the 
counterattack. 

From the opening day against 
Newcastle, Adelaide has _ fol- 
lowed their formula and it has 
worked (with their only loss com- 
ing against Melbourne Victory, 
where they also went ahead). 
They took the lead against New- 
castle, Brisbane and Western 
Sydney, sat back and took the 
points. Only Wellington took the

Professional Footballers Australia 
(PFA), the exclusive representa- 
tive body of A-League players, is 
due to re-open negotiations of the 
collectively bargained A-League 
agreement (CBA), which is pivotal 
to the sustained success of the A- 
League and football in general in 
this country. 


It has been a great start to the 
Hyundai A-League season. 

The marquee signings, along 
with the performances of all 
A-League players has undoubt- 
edly increased the appetite for 
football in Australia. 

This has been evidenced by a 
surge in TV audiences and record 
attendances at games. As respon- 
sible partners in the game we, 
the football community, need to 
ensure we build on the great work 
that is being done by all parties in 
growing the game. The game will 
continue to grow only if we provide 
a quality competition with a great 
atmosphere that engages the fans. 


TV Deal To Pave The Way For Football Success 


It appears that the signing of a 
new and improved broadcast 
rights deal is imminent. In order 
to ensure the sustainability of 

the A-League in a competitive 
Australian sporting market, it is 
important that the increased fund- 
ing received from the broadcast 
deal be apportioned to increased 
club dividends and to provide to 
players the rights and benefits 
enjoyed by Australian workers and 
players in the other codes. The A- 
League will not flourish unless the 
best Australian athletes consider 
it an attractive career path. To 
achieve this, the A-League must 
provide career and educational 
benefits comparable with the other 
elite football codes in Australia. If 
the clubs are sustainable and the 
A-League attracts the best talent 
through its compensation and 
benefits, the game will grow and 
succeed. 

PFA President and Melbourne 
Heart player Simon Colosimo 
reiterated the importance of 
leveraging the goodwill created by 
the impressive start to this years 
A-League season, “The passion 

for football is at an all-time high 
further supported by recent ABS 
participation figures. It’s important 
to use this goodwill, in partnership 
with the fans and clubs together 
with investment from FFA, to 
make football the sporting career 
of choice for young aspiring 
athletes.” 


“We need to keep in mind that 
with a genuine career path and an 
appropriate level of investment in 
player education and development, 
along with basic protections, high 
quality players will continue to 

be developed and be attracted to 

a career in football in Australia. 
Without any disrespect to the 
other stakeholders it is the players 
that people come to watch at the 
end of the day.” 

“For the above to happen, the foot- 
ball community needs to remain 
vigilant. If we don’t implement a 
strategy to support the players, 
any deficiencies in key areas such 
as a player’s pathway, could take a 
generation to correct.” 

In order to achieve stability and 
sustainability, the players’ employ- 
ment terms and conditions need to 
be incorporated into a new CBA. 
The clubs, players and FFA can 
then work with certainty towards 
the common goal of growing the 
game. 

The players have always said they 


simply want to maintain the fair 
and equitable share of game rev- 
enue they currently receive, not in- 
crease it, and apply the additional 
funds to improve player benefits. 
Players care about their clubs and 
want to help them compete on the 
field and remain viable off of it. 
With the CBA to expire in April 
2013, it is important that a new 
CBA is negotiated in the near fu- 
ture. This is particularly important 
because players and clubs are 

now able to negotiate contracts 

for the 2013-14 season, but do not 
have the salary cap, club dividend, 
and other information they may 
need to do so. The greater the 
certainty, the more likely it is that 
both clubs and players will commit 
to the A-League for the long term

The Season That Was

In the end, familiar foes 
MetroStars and Adelaide City 
were left to do battle at Hind- 
marsh Stadium in the Super 
League Grand Final. Yet for 
18 Rounds and a Finals Series 
prior, season 2012 ebbed and 
flowed through an enthralling 
six months of action. 

The campaign commenced under 
a backdrop of change, with Foot- 
ball Federation South Australia 
altering its League structure for 
2013, dropping the third division 
State League. This meant no Su- 
per League relegation in 2012. 
Croydon made an early statement 
of intent with a Round 2 victory 
over reigning champions Adelaide 
Blue Eagles. After staving off rel- 
egation in 2011, the Kings young 
brigade was ready to challenge the 
status quo. 

Campbelltown looked solid at the 
outset and after missing the top 
five in 2011 had a point to prove. 
They showed their mettle with 
dual wins over Blue Eagles and 
MetroStars to go top. However, 
the latter triumph would be their 
last. Campbelltown endured a 
horrible downturn in form, losing 
eight straight to close the season. 
West Torrens Birkalla went the op- 
posite way. A Round 4 victory over 
Adelaide Comets would not be

followed up until late June. They 
finished strongly, claiming six on 
the trot. Sergio Melta’s men just 
left their run too late, finishing two 
points from the Finals. 

Adelaide Comets were looking 
forward to the top flight after 
victory in the Pre-Season Cup, but 
the League was a different story. 
They lost the first seven matches 
— including a 7-0 drubbing at Blue 
Eagles — before a much improved 
second half of the term under new 
coach Emir Tarabar. Comets and 
fellow promoted outfit Enfield City 
found the step up difficult and 
finished in the bottom two. Yet 
with no relegation, they have the 
chance to build next season. 
Western Strikers were the revela- 
tion of 2011, claiming the Fed- 
eration Cup and finishing in the 
Finals places. After a number of 
personnel changes they struggled 
for consistency. While Strikers 
remained in the Finals hunt, they 
fell just short of the mark. 

Fifth place would go to Raid- 

ers. They claimed a Finals spot 
after two years in the wilderness. 
Branko Milosevic replaced Mike 
Barnett following a difficult begin- 
ning, and with wins over Blue 
Eagles, MetroStars and Campbell- 
town, the 2002 champions were on 
their way. 

Raiders finished six points 
behind Adelaide City. The black 
and whites, along with Croydon, 
Blue Eagles and MetroStars, were 
engaged in a thrilling battle. They 
traded positions on a constant 
basis, but when Mark Brazzale’s 
side raced away to the Minor 
Premiership, the remaining trio 
were left to scramble for second 
and third - a double chance in the 
Finals.

In the first week of the Finals, 
Croydon watched from afar as 
Adelaide City eliminated Raiders 
with a 2-0 victory. Blue Eagles 
were sent into a do-or-die affair 
with City when they succumbed to 
a 2-0 loss to MetroStars, who were 
peaking at the right time. 

City sent the defending champions 
through the exit door after a 1-0 
Minor Semi Final win. Croydon’s 
first top flight Finals match since 
2000 ended in a 1-0 defeat against 
MetroStars. Rick Cerracchio’s 
side had already claimed the 
Federation Cup with a 3-1 win over 
Premier League club Para Hills 
and were on course for the double. 
For Croydon to have the chance at 
revenge they needed to overcome 


Adelaide City. However, it was 
Finals-hardened City who won 
through to the Grand Final with a 
2-1 win. 

The decider would be a replay 
of the 2008 and 2009 editions. 
Michael Matricciani was the hero 
in the Federation Cup Final with a 
brace and he gave MetroStars an 
early lead with an audacious lob. 

They would not relinquish their 
grip on the trophy, even when 
Adelaide City threatened to send 
the game into extra-time. After 
straight sets Finals exits two years 
in a row, MetroStars could finally 
celebrate their third Super League 
crown with a 1-0 victory. 
The Sergio Melta Medal for Super 
League player of the year had 


joint winners. Croydon’s Alemayo 
Kabede and Nicholas Orr from 
Raiders polled 20 votes apiece in a 
race as close as the season itself. 
While some could not maintain 
consistency throughout the sea- 
son, Croydon’s young squad made 
a huge statement in 2012. They 
will be back next year. Yet after 
that late-season surge and dual 
triumphs, it is MetroStars who will 
be the team to beat.

Michael Arroyo claimed 
a fourth from the penalty spot before 
Diaz bagged his double a wrapped 
up an emphatic and record defeat. 

Emelec also had to finish the game 
with 9 men after they lost Marcos 
Mondaini mid -way through the first 
half and Argentinian defender Cris- 
tian Javier Nasutti half-way through 
the second half. If one watches video 
replays online, both were horren- 
dous tackles and deserved expul- 
sion. 

The first red card changed the 
game completely as Emelec had 
started the brighter but after going 
down 2 - 0 before half-time there 
was no way back. Barcelona climb 
up to top position in the Ecuadorian 
league ladder while Emelec drop to 
fifth. Second and third-placed sides 
Tecnico Universatario and league gi- 
ants LDU de Quito drew 1-1. 

Elsewhere, while the Argentine

week, Fluminense all but locked up 
the Brazilian championship title last 
Sunday. With four rounds left to play, 
they’re nine points ahead of their 
nearest rivals.

Whatever slim chances that Atlé- 
tico Mineiro had to catch Flumin- 
ense for the Brasileirao title are now 
virtually gone. They fell 1-0 away to 
Cortiba this weekend, on a goal by 
former Fenerbahce and Flamengo 
star Deivid. Fluminense struggled 
to draw away to a good Sao Paulo 
team, but extended their lead in the 
process. CAM needed to take advan- 
tage of the slip-up, and their inability 
to do so has likely cost them a shot 
at a trophy. 

To make sure that the final four 
weeks of the Brasileirao are thor- 
oughly uninteresting, Botafogo, 
Internacional and Vasco da Gama 
all failed to win, meaning Sao Paulo 
have an eight-point cushion on the 
teams chasing them for the final 
Copa Libertadores spot. They’re not 
going to let that evaporate, but the 
race for fifth could become relevant 
if Sao Paulo go on to win the Copa 
Sudamericana, where they already 
have one foot in the semi-final with 
a 2-0 away win to Universidad de 
Chile. 

The qualification race for the Copa 
Libertadores is also not as interest- 
ing with spots pretty much sorted 
out, meaning football in Brazil is es- 
sentially done until state champion- 
ships start up again next year. Luck- 
ily, the other leagues in the Americas 
are currently providing plenty of en- 
tertainment.

With the clock ticking down at 
Old Trafford, and their side on 
the verge of another defeat, they’d 
seen enough. Shaking of heads 
of those sporting red and white 
scarves was followed by almighty 
frowns. Then, the Arsenal faith- 
ful let rip. “Ivan Gazidis, what do 
you do?!” the furious Gunners 
fans belted out. 

The disgruntled chant came shortly 
after Patrice Evra had put Man- 
chester United two up in the second 
half. And despite a late consolation, 
courtesy of Santi Cazorla’s wonder- 
ful strike, the London outfit lose 2-1. 
Another loss. Arsenal have now lost 
3 of their last 5 in the league, 4 of 
their last 8 in all competitions. It’s a 
result that leaves Arsene Wenger’s 
side 6th in the Premier League, 9 
points off the summit. Worst still, it’s 
the poorest start to a season during 
the Frenchman’s time at the club. 
Not since the 1994/95 campaign - 
two seasons before Wenger’s arrival 
- have Arsenal recorded less points 
after 10 league games. 18 years ago, 
George Graham’s men managed just 
14 points from 10 games. The Scots- 
man lost his job three months later 
and the North Londoners ended up 
12th come May. And whilst there’s 
no danger of Wenger losing his job, 
or the club finishing quite as low as 
twelfth just now, there are huge con- 
cerns about the direction of Arsenal 
football club right now. 


mYes, gooners did travel 200 miles 
up the M1 more in hope than expec- 
tation on Saturday morning. And 
yes, there have been several lifeless 
displays in recent weeks - the defeats 
to Schalke and Norwich come to 
mind. But no one anticipated that. 
Not a performance that bad. The vis- 
itors’ first shot on target came after 
91 minutes, whilst the hosts took the 
lead after just 3 minutes. Robin van 
Persie, playing against his old side 
for the first time, fired past Vito Man- 
none after captain Thomas Vermael- 
en’s dreadful error. What followed 
was an onslaught from Manchester 
United, it could, and _ probably 
should, have been 3, 4 or 5-1. But the 
2 were enough. Jack Wilshere’s sec- 
ond start in 17 months, following a 
lengthy lay-off through injury, lasted 
only 68 minutes as he was sent off, a 
red card Wenger labeled “harsh”. 

Gazidis, the club’s Chief Executive 
of the last four years, came with a

reputation as a “first-class” business- 
man. If you look at it one way, that 
reputation has only been enhanced. 
Since the South African’s appoint- 
ment, Arsenal have spent £126m and 
recouped £163m, meaning the club 
have made £37m when it comes to 
transfers in and out since January 
2009. But “bank balances don’t win 
trophies” as one leading member of 
Arsenal’s Supporters Trust (AST) 
once pointed out. And fans are sick 
of seeing their best players leave ev- 
ery summer. Five years ago, it was 
Thierry Henry, four years ago it was 
Alex Hleb & Mathieu Flamini, three 
years ago it was Emmanuel Adebay- 
or, a year ago it was Cesc Fabregas 
and Samir Nasri and of course, in the 
window just gone, Van Persie and 
Alex Song both departed the Emir- 
ates. And when no ‘key’ players were 
let go in 2010, the signings during 
that summer - Laurent Koscielny, 
Marouane Chamakh and Sebastien 
Squillaci - were all underwhelming. 


The fixture list doesn’t make for 
comfortable reading, either. By the 
time you read this, Arsenal will have 
visited Schalke in the Champions 
League, a match, much like at Old 
Trafford, that no one expects much 
from. Defeat in Germany would put 
the Gunners’ European progress 
into doubt. After that, two London 
derbies against Fulham and arch- 
rivals Tottenham quickly follow. To 
win any of the next three games, 
Wenger knows his men will have to 
improve drastically. 

Sir Alex Ferguson, the long-serving 
United coach, hesitated to call the 
clash with Arsenal a tough game, 
identifying it as “hard-ish” before- 
hand, and then “not a close game” 
afterwards. The days of Wenger- 
Ferguson spats, Patrick Vieira-Roy 
Keane flare-ups and title deciders 
between these two sides are long 
gone. United have now beaten Arse- 
nal in their last three meetings, and 
lost just 1 of the previous 11. You 
see, whilst Arsenal are getting richer 
every summer - the clubs’ reported 
transfer budget totals £70m - the 
XI on the field are getting poorer. 
Names linked with a January trans- 
fer to the Emirates include Crystal 
Palace wonderkid Wilfried Zaha and 
Atletico Madrid forward Adrian, and 
whilst both are young, their potential 
is undoubted. But they’re certainly 
not the ‘world-class’ names that sup- 
porters crave. More additions like 
Cazorla, who joined for £12m in Au- 
gust, are needed. 

Gazidis emphasizes that in two years 
time, the Gunners will be able to 
“compete with the best” when Finan- 
cial Fair Play arrives, but there are 
genuine fears about the infallibility 
of FFP. Will it really stop clubs like 
Manchester City, Chelsea and PSG, 
with methods around the rules well 
documented? It’s a very risky move 
from Arsenal. 

“We want our Arsenal back” shout- 
ed the away fans on Saturday. Invest- 
ment is needed if that’s to become a 
reality.

Death of 
a Derby 


During the pre-match press 
conference Sir Alex Ferguson 
was being polite when saying: 
“Since I’ve come down here, 
it’s always the most important 
derby game in the sense that 
both teams have always been 
challenging for the league.” 
The way Ferguson was referring 
to the Arsenal and Manchester 
derby in past tense highlighted 
the chasm between the two sides. 
After Manchester United’s ex- 
tremely comfortable win over Ar- 
senal over the weekend, there is 
no doubt that Ferguson is right on 
cue: this is one dead derby. 
Following the result, Sir Alex 
spoke of how “casual” his team 
were and how they could of won 
“by five or six”. Despite the score 
line reading 2-1, “you think it’s a 
close game but it’s wasn’t a close 
game.” Ferguson told Sky Sports. 
But it was one quote that summed 
up just how this once fierce, com- 
bative derby has fallen. “It was 
an unusual Manchester United v 
Arsenal game really. It didn’t re- 
ally get anywhere near the Man- 
chester United v Arsenal games in 
the past.” said Ferguson. 
There was no doubt about it. As I 
mentioned in last week’s column, 
Arsenal - Manchester United 
clashes lack the warlike and fiery 
spark that was around during the 
Patrick Viera and Roy Keane days. 
Back then; there were studs-up

boots, throat grabbing, pushes, 
punches and yes, even throwing 
pizza. 

Now, there are naught of the 
sorts. Arsenal were outplayed by 
the Red Devils with such ease, that 
it could have been mistaken that 
the Gunners are a mid-table team. 
While, Arsene Wenger’s men held 
the majority of possession, they 
were lacklustre and offered very 
little threat up front. United have 
found the best (and after years of 
dominance, the most consistent) 
formula to beat Arsenal. 

Defend deep, flood the midfield 
and make your strikers pressure 
Arsenal defenders, who love the 
play the ball out of defence. Sir 
Alex organised his team to follow 
this structure and it worked to a 
treat. United were clinical, fast and 
determined. Wenger meanwhile 
offered little in return, both tacti- 
cally and in decision-making — es- 
pecially the decision to keep Jack 
Wilshere on the field, when he had 
a yellow card. 

Of course, one cannot talk about 
this game without Van Persie. 
His celebration after opening the 
scoring typified the man himself: 


hands up, apologetic for scoring 
against the team that made him. 
He didn’t leave Arsenal, because 
he didn’t believe in the club and 
what it stood: he left because he 
knew that the chasm between the 
Gunners’ and’ the big boys’-was 
ever growing. 

This match showed him that gap: 
the poor defence, the lack of bite 
and most importantly, the com- 
plete absence of determination. 
Van Persie only needs to look at 
his current side to see the ingre- 
dients of success. 

This game was once the most 
keenest and anticipated games of 
the season. You only need to re- 
member the days of Freddie Ljun- 
berg scoring for Arsenal at Old 
Trafford to win them the 2002 title 
or United to end the Gunners’ 49- 
match unbeaten run. Or remem- 
bering the Viera’s last kick for 
the club — bringing them the FA 
Cup over United or Ryan Giggs’ 
last grasp goal in the 1999 FA Cup 
semi-final to relive the passion and 
intensity. Sadly, those days are all 
gunned down. 


This week’s round of fixtures, 


brings up two tasty clashes. 
First up reigning champions, 
Manchester City will be hosting 
Tottenham at Etihad Stadium. 
This game has had some engross- 
ing history over the past few years, 
as both teams have risen through 
the Premier League. It all began 
with Spurs pipping City to Cham- 
pions League spot in 2010. The 
following year, in the same clash, 
City was the team to put Spurs out 
of the top four. 

This season, both teams are en- 
during changes albeit both for dif- 
ferent reasons. City has been dis- 
mal and inconsistent this season, 
for a number of different reasons. 
Roberto Mancini’s constant rota- 
tion of players and tactics has con- 
fused his players — most notably 
his decision to go to a 3-5-2 forma- 
tion. His logic behind it is to offer 
another formula to hold a lead, but 
also to keep the players on their 
toes. Sticking to the same formula 
day after day brings laziness and 
complacency. 

The changes aren’t working - and 
when he has brought things back 
to basics, City lack to the killer in- 
stincts of last season, mainly due 
to Mancini’s rotating his forwards, 


who can’t seem to get a good run 
of games. 

Spurs on the other hand are under 
transformation since the arrival of 
Andre Villas-Boas. The former 
Chelsea manager has had a posi- 
tive start to life in North London, 
yet he has still yet to find his best 
team. 

They have played brilliantly one 
week, terrible the next. More wor- 
ryingly, is the rate that they have 
been conceding goals (14 so far 
this year) and while AVB is known 
for his attacking style game, with- 
out a strong defence, his team is 
going to be punished. 

Spurs have inherited a new team 
and it will take a while for them to 
settle in under the new manager’s 
style and his obsession of tactics. 
They are sitting sixth on the table 
and compared to last season, have 
an abundance of talent on the 
bench. 

Following that clash, Liverpool 
will be travelling to Stamford 
Bridget to face European cham- 
pions, Chelsea. The history be- 
tween these two are well known, 
but over the last few years the 
passion as cooled off (in a similar 
vein to Arsenal and Manchester

United, drawing to Swansea anc 
the whole Clattenburg fiasco) bu 
they have the look of a decent side 
— especially in attack. 

The problems come from the 
backline and it has been stated be 
cause of the all the attacking inten 
on the side (Mata, Oscar, Hazarc 
and Torres), there is a lack o 
cover in the back.

Referees have the toughest 
job in football. 

It’s easy to blame a referee and 
in many cases, it’s the easiest 
way out for some bitter football 
fans, perhaps not prepared to 
accept defeat in a match worth 
such high stakes. 

An officials job is a thankless 
one. A referee that has a good 
game is rarely praised, yet a bad 
game is instantly jumped on, with 
the past couple of weeks being 
especially difficult for those offi- 
ciating up and down the country. 
Referees don’t gett off that easily 
though. They can certainly bring 
it on themselves, whether every 
decision you make is highlighted 
with an over the top signal as if to 
say; “Look at me! Hey everyone 
look at that decision I just made!” 
(yes, Mike Dean, that’s you), ora 
fellow ex-professional decides to 
stay in the limelight as much as 
possible, appearing on television 
or releasing a ‘tell all’ book (yes 
Jeff Winter, that’s you). 

Areferee should never be the fo- 
cal point of a game of football, yet 
it’s understandable that some- 
times it’s avoidable. Everyone 
makes mistakes. Though it ap- 


pears to be the same names that 
constantly reappear on the back 
pages. 

It can be argued that they're 
chosen to officiate the big games 
in the Premier League, so by de- 
fault, they are pushed into the 
limelight of the media because 
of the nature of the matches. 
That is not to say that a referee is 
completely void of any criticism 
though. 

Mark Clattenburg has been the 
name in the docks recently after 
his performance in the Chelsea 
vs Manchester United match. 

Accusations that he racially 
abused Jon Obi Mikel aside, his 
decisions left many watching baf- 
fled. Fernando Torres could and 
probably should have been sent 
off in the first half for a horribly 
high challenge on United’s Tom 
Cleverley. Then in the the second 
half, wrongly gave the Spaniard a 
second yellow for diving. 

To make matters worse, he 
had already sent off Branislav 
Ivanovic as well as later allow- 
ing a Javier Hernandez winning 
strike to stand with the striker in 
an offside position. Clattenburg 
made the right decision sending 
off Ivanovic, whilst it was up to 
the linseman to raise his flag for 
the Hernandez goal. Most of the 
time though, the blame will land 
on the man in the middle. 

Mistakes are going to happen. 
The majority of fans accept this. 
Clattenburg though likes to use 
his position as a Premier League 
referee to embrace a celebrity 
lifestyle, something that won't 
endear him to anyone anytime

soon. 
The styled hair and flash sports 
car show someone who looks to 
be making the most of his time 
in the public eye. A referee needs 
to be the most professional man 
on the pitch, not a robot, but he 
needs to show an element of 
calmness and stature. This isn’t 
to say Clattenburg can’t gel his 
hair or drive an expensive car be- 
cause of his job, far from it. The 
nature of his work though will 
have people rightfully looking at 
those aspects. He signed up for 
it, he needs to accept what comes 
with it, which is a lot of judge- 


ment from all areas of the game. 
That’s not to get judgment con- 
fused with abuse. A small minor- 
ity of football fans can take things 
too far and in many cases, drive 
officials to quit their job in fear 
of their own safety. Which was 
the case when Swedish referee 
Anders Frisk chose to step down 
after sending off Chelsea striker 
Didier Drogba in a Champions 
League match. Abuse from the 
stands is expected and should be 
taken with a pinch of salt. By the 
time the next game comes along, 
it’s usually all forgotten.

Finally, Antonio Di Natale was on 
hand to rescue a point for Udinese 
in a 1-1 draw at Bologna. 

Calcio’s eyes will focus on Rome 
this weekend for the Derby della 
Capitale. Roma’s morale-boosting 
win will put them in good stead 
for this ever-passionate clash. 
The same cannot be said for Lazio 


after that crushing loss in Sicily. 
They will be aided by the return of 
Miroslav Klose from suspension, 
although Destro will miss his first 
Derby thanks to that irrational red 
card. 

Was Milan’s win the start of a 
resurgence or a false dawn? Af 
ter a draw versus Malaga in the 
Champions League, they welcome 
Fiorentina to the Stadio Giuseppe 
Meazza where questions may be 
answered. The impressive Viola 
are just two points from the Cham- 
pions League places. 

The leading trio are all on the 
road. Napoli and Juventus face 
teams in need of a win in the form 
of Genoa and Pescara, while the 
impressive Inter travels to Atal 
anta. Elsewhere, the horribly out 
of form Palermo and Sampdoria do 
battle, as Cagliari and Parma look 
to bounce back from losses against 
Catania and Siena respectively.

Far from pouring doubt on Real 
Madrid’s Champions League 
hopes, Manchester United Coach 
Alex Ferguson also talked up the 
Spanish team’s ability; “You can’t 
look past Real Madrid and Bar- 
celona, that’s fair to say, and I do 
think Dortmund will be about the 
Champions League this year. 

If you look at their league form, 
11 points behind Bayern Mu- 
nich, you can tell they’re prepar- 
ing themselves to do well in the 
Champions League.

Jose Mourinho’s team look set 
for a big second half of the sea- 
son. 
After a slow start to their La Liga 
campaign, Real have now surged 
back up into 3rd place, and are 
gaining ground on their local ri- 
vals Atletico Madrid, who lost just 
their first game of the season, 10 
rounds in. The impressive, if not 
surprising start to the La Liga by 
Atletico Madrid was just a ques- 
tion of when and not if, Atletico 
would eventually struggle to 
keep up with La Liga leaders Bar- 
celona FC. 

In spite of the loss, Atleti Coach 


Diego Simeone was satisfied 
with his player’s efforts in a 2-0 
loss away to Valencia. “They’ve 
played a great game, they've giv- 
en their all and when a team gives 
it all they've got they can win or 
lose, but one leaves without their 
mind at peace, thinking about 
getting back to work and getting 
started again on Thursday. I felt 
satisfied with the players’ effort. 
When one gives their all there’s 
nothing to complain about.” 

The match was won by Valencia 
in controversial circumstances, 
Valencia’s goal scorer Roberto 
Soldado was caught by televi- 
sion cameras stomping on the 


face of Atletico Madrid’s Colom- 
bian sensation Radamel Falcao 
behind the play. Unfortunately 
the incident appeared to have af- 
fected Falcao’s performance, the 
star player and his bleeding face, 
failed to find the back of the net 
for the first time in 12 consecu- 
tive matches. 

Roberto Soldado was quoted af- 
ter the match saying; “I’ve apolo- 
gised to Falcao. He just happened 
to be there when I was stepping 
back and I caught him with my 
cleat. I always use plastic ones, 
but this time I had metal ones.” 

Whilst Atletico Madrid are in a 
good position to defend their Eu- 


ropa League title, being 8 points 
clear of the 3rd placed team 
in their UEFA Europa League 
Round 1 group, Spain are set to 
have a 3rd challenger behind 
Real Madrid and Barcelona in the 
Round of 16 of the UEFA Cham- 
pions League. 

Malaga, the team on Spain’s 
“Costa Del Sol”, qualified for the 
next round of the competition 
with a 1-1 all away draw to AC Mi- 
lan, and extend their lead over the 
3rd placed team in group C, Bel- 
gium’s Anderlecht by 6 points.
